I have just received your letter of 
March 11, but had several subsequent 
to it. 
No copies of the Argus have 
come lately. 


It just occurred to me that a year 
ago at thi3 time I was preparing to go 
to the Presidio for training. There have 
been a lot of events crowded into this 
past year for all of us. I can feel over 
here that our country has taken a big 
mental grasp of what, this war means 
in that interval, and I am in hopes that 
the time is not far off when we will 
have tho big American army over hero 
that will make the big counter offensive 
possible. 
The American soldiers 
are 
never going to bo happy playing a wait­ 
ing game, but with the Germans holding 
tho advnntago, that is what the Allies 
must do. Eventually, however, is going 
to come the big smash, and we will not 
begrudge the cost, but rather have a 
great national pride for our part in it. 
At tho present time all efforts arc be­ 
ing made to hold the enemy as they 
continue to mass in the region of the 
Somtne. 


Covina and the valley must be a 
changed place these days with so many 
away. From all I hear, that part of 
the country is certainly doing a good 
fair share in the work. I follow with 
interest the accounts I receive of what 
everyone is doing, and always appre­ 
ciate hearing from home. 


Well, when I start to tell you about 
my own work it seems that I must al­ 
ways revert to a discussion of the wea­ 
ther. That is usually an uninteresting 
topic, but in this branch of the business 
it must be considered.

Italian Front, 


April 19, 1918. 


Dear Folks: 


I last wrote the first of this month. 
On the 3rd we left the town we were 
located in and returned to Milan. On 
the morning of the 6th, we lined up our 
cars in front of the cathedral of Milan, 
in the center of the city, and there gath­ 
ered a respectable crowd. At 11:30 we 
•were reviewed by General Angcllotti 
of the Italian army, and then we pulled 
out for the front. 
We traveled till 5 
p.m., stopping at an important town en 
route, sleeping that night in the cars 
on the stretchers provided for carrying 


1 ' blesses.'' 


After two days further travel we ar­ 
rived at our final and present location. 
The building which had been selected 
for us waa part of an old cotton mill. 
We found we had a large room for our 
sleeping quarters, another large 
one 
for our dining rooms, nnd a third one 
upstairs as a reading and writing room. 
Thus 
we 
are very comfortable. 
Of 
course we now use the blankets and cots 
we brought with us from Paris. 
We 
have an excellent cook, waiters, and 
also four mechanics to help work on 
,the cars. Our arrival seemed to disturb 
the factory girls in their work, so we 
were deprived of the use of the yards 
adjacent to the buildings. 


Everything is in readiness for 
the 
close. Nothing much has happened dur­ 
ing the past few days, but many tilings 
will happen next week. 


The first event takes place tonight at 
the high school, namely, the junior- 
senior play. Tomorrow night it will be 
given again. As for the worth of the 
only by Italian officers. 
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work takes us up into and 
through 
these mountains to the various posts.

The scenery on

Just now, the front is quiet; there 
isn't much action, so our work isn't 
heavy. But it may increase any time, 
especially if there is an attack.

terday, being onc of the highest, moun­ 
tains in this vicinity, has been taken 
four times by the Austrians, and each 
time retaken by the Italians, who hold 
it now.

HEADLIGHT LAWS TO BE 


MORE STRICTLY ENFOROED 


With the coming of summer and the 
natural increase of night driving on 
c6untry roads, a demand has been made 
by automobile clubs in many parts of 
the country for the enforcement of the 
state and county headlight laws. 
It 
was pointed out at many of the recent 
spring meetings of state organizations 
that, while almost every state in the 
union has a headlight law, there arc 
very few states where the law is en­ 
forced. 


Most of the state laws were initiated 
by the local automobile club or associa­ 
tion for the protection of all automo­ 
biles. Practically all the laws require 
the elimination Of the glare by restrict­ 
ing the direct rays to 42 inches above 
tho ground at any point. Some headlight 
lenses and non-glare devices are design­ 
ed to eliminate the direct ray altogeth- 
er%jr entirely diffusing the light in all 
directions. 


The McKec Standard lens, made by 
the McKoe Glass Company, of Jeannet- 
te, Pa., eliminates tho glare, but does 
not do away with tho direct ray. 
By 
the use of horizontal prisms, the direct 
rnyls, 
"distjance 
bettm," is 
bent 
downwa/d, so that it is on the road far 
ahead of the car, and out of the eyes 
of the approaching motorist. 
By the 
use of short, vertical prisms at the top 
of the lens, sufficient light is diffiused 
to light up the road in front and at the 
isides of the car. The McKce Standard 
is the only concave-convex lens on the 
market.

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CALIFORNIA SOLDIER DESCRIBES 
FIRST IMPRESSIONS OF FRANCE 


Mrs. Wells C. Merwin of Covina has 
received the following interesting let­ 
ter from her brother, A. L. Gifiord, who 
is in France: 


On active service with the American 
Expeditionary Force. May (>th, lfMS. 
Dear Sister: 


We made n big jump this time by 
rail and in bos cars, and it was some 
trip. We were sure tired after thirty 
hours riding, and were glad to detrain. 
The scenery along the road was surely 
beautiful as well as novel, so we all 
considered it worth all the discomforts 
and more. I always thought that South­ 
ern California was the garden spot of 
the world, but this entire country has 
Southern 
California 
backed 
off the 
map. 
It is just one green park from 
•ne side to the other. We arrived here 
at 9:30 p.m.; the night was black as 
ink, rain was pouring in buckctsful, and 
and lightning flashed 
to a 
fare-you- 
TVCIL We had a good mile to march and 
•were thankful when we quartered. Be- 
Iievd me 
we lost no time in getting 
our blankets spread out and turning in, 
dead tired. 


All the houses in France are built of 
stone blocks and mortar, with large, 
roughly-hewed benms and rafters, and 
roofed with red tile or black slate. There 
are few of these houses that we have 
seen that do not date back hundreds 
ef years, and they are still in a good 
state of preservation. We are billeted 
in a barn in an old brick yard, and it 
is built as all the houses and barns, 
of stone blocks and mortar. I presume 
the brickmaker used part of it for liv­ 
ing quarters, for, in the room where I 
sleep, there is a large 
fireplace. 
This 
building is said to be over 700 years 
old, and it sure looks it. I was in an­ 
other part of the building, but last 
night it was raining and I was awaken­ 
ed by water dropping down in my face, 
so today I moved my blankets and got 
an armful of new straw for mattress. 
We arc eating three good meals a day 
prepared by a regular portable army 
eamp outfit, and eat it by sitting cross- 
legged on the ground. 
This is O. K. 
when the weather is good, but it rains 
nearly all- the time. We have become 
used to sleeping on the soft sides of 
'boards and stone floors, and I suppose 
we Trill have a hard time getting used 
to real beds again when wo get home. 
We .haven't soon a bod since leaving 
the.states so long ago. 
J.* >Oh-yes,. I wish you could see the rail- 
Toads over here in,France. The engines 
and icars 
are the dinkiest imaginable, 


and are more like toys than real things. 
The box cars are about 15 and 20 feet 
long and have but four wheels. Their 
couplers are very crude, and very few- 
cars are equipped with air-brakes. 
I 
haven't had the chance yet to learn 
how the operating i3 conducted, for I 
have not learned to parley vous well 
enough yet, but I suppose it is compat­ 
ible with the rolling stock. The farms 
arc very pretty and well kept, but the 
farm implements and wagons arc also 
very crude, and about a hundred years 
behind the times. Some Imperial val­ 
ley ranchers would .turn this country- 
upside down in no time if turned loose. 
The French peasants don't seem to be 
a bit progressive, but they are sure 
good to us fellows. On our way here 
we passed a knoll with the ruins of an 
old castle on it, all ovcrgTown 
w i t h l v y . 
I could picture it as it looked several 
hundred years ago, and imagined that 
it could tell some great tales if it could 
only talk.^ 


French, Belgian, English, and Ameri­ 
can money is all used over here and 
taken at face value. 
Last evening I 
bought a 15-cent piece of Candy at the 
Y.M.C.A., and got French, Belgian, and 
English money in my change. You can 
imagine the confusion when checking 
up your change, for our cent equals 
an English half-penny and five French 
and Belgian centimes, which, by the 
way, are pronounced 
"sahngtcems." 
One silver dollars is worth five francs, 
but a paper dollar is worth 5 francs, 
60 centimes, or $1.12. Can you figure it 
outt 


We are expecting to leave hero in 
a day or so, and by the time you get 
this letter it is more than probable that 
I will be busy 
a cranberry merchant 
doing my little stunt in opposition to 
the Kaiser's signal corps. 
May the 
right man win! 


I have seen quite a bit of France so 
far, and some of the large towns, but 
not Paris yet. I sure hope to see that 
city before leaving for home. 
I have 
seen many groups of German prisoners, 
and they seem to be perfectly satisfied 
with their lot, and not cnxious to es­ 
cape. The reports from the front are 
very favorable and every ,body is opti­ 
mistic as to the way things arc going, 
and the outcome. 
Troops are leaving 
continually for the front, and are con­ 
sidered very fortunato by those who 
are not ready to leave Everything is 
fine) and I am enjoying the best of 
health, so you must not worrry in the 
least. Lots of lovo and-kisses from your 
brother,

LABOR TO BE SCARCE IN GROVES 


SAYS FUMIGATING MANAGER 


F. 6. Wyman, manager of tho Grow­ 
ers'Fumigation & Supply Company of 
Pomona,, whose 
association 
covers 
a 
large territory surrounding- that citrus 
locality, in his annual report,' says: 


"Labor has been harder to obtain 
and 
more 
unsatisfactory 
this 
year 
(1917-1918) than at any time during 
>the last seven years. 
The wages have 
been increased about twenty per cent 
on the tree basis, and with conditions 
as favorable as they were we arc chang­ 
ing help all the time on the large-size 
tents. On the outfit of 48 sizes, we had 
about sixty men during the season and 
five or six different foremen. The aver­ 
age labor cost $.608.'' 


The statement of Air. Wyman loads 
us to consider what is to come in the 
coming year of fumigation, and there 
should be systematic work among the 
ranchers to arouse an interest that will 
combat a condition that may lead to 
poor fumigation another year. No one, 
in any citrus community, whether di­ 


rectly engnged in the citrus business 
or in the mercantile business, can af­ 
ford to have poor fumigating done in 
the district.. 


If labor is to be scarce, and also of 
an indifferent quality, it leads lis to be­ 
lieve that every rancher, wherever it is 
possible, should personally superintend 
the fumigation of his grove. 
If, 
in 
fumigating a grove of ten acres, the 
rancher spends about $300, it should 
be sufficient reason for him to spend a 
night or two in his own grove. 
This 
personal supervision may save him a 
crop worth several thousand dollars. 


It is a well known and undisputed 
fact that upon the success of the fumi­ 
gation rests the success of the crop, 
especially in Southern California. If we 
fumigate successfully we get a crop, 
and if we do not fumigate, or fumigate 
badly, the crop does not materialize. 
This question is one that should be 
agitated during the coming summor, in 
anticipation of the fumigatng season.

A submarine Is a maze of machinery. 
Unlike any other ship, she has two sets 
of driving engines—one oil and the oth­ 
er electric—and she Is built with the 
nicest regard for weight 


First let us say something about the 
engines. They are the most important 
part of tbo boat. 


At first gasoline engines, like those 
used on Automobiles and motorboats, 
were Installed In submarines. The Ger­ 
mans bad them In some of the subma­ 
rines that they used In the beginning 
of the war. We, too, used them. But 
as the gasoline engine was made bigger 
to meet the demand for Increased pow­ 
er and speed It literally broke down. 
The Diesel engine had to be used. 
It 
was Invented by Rudolf Diesel, a Ger­ 
man engineer, while ho was a student. 


In the Diesel engine air is sucked Into 
the cylinder and subjected to such pres­ 
sure by the piston that it becomes in­ 
tensely h o t Then a little oil Is squirt­ 
ed in. At ouce the oil vapor ignites 
and the mixture of oil vapor and high­ 
ly compressed air expands with explo­ 
sive suddenness. The Diesel Is the most 
efficient type of engine ever Invented, 
utilizing as it does about .10 per cent of 
the energy In the fuel ns contrasted 
with only 18 per cent In the best steam 
engines. But it also uses air. I n other 
words, it breathes. 
When a submarine 
Is under water the crew must keep 
alive by breathing what air they can 
obtain from tanks. They have enough 
for not more than thirty-six hours. 


So It becomes necessary to equip a 
submarine with electric motors fed by 
storage batteries. 
As soon ns a sub­ 
marine dives the breathing Diesel en­ 
gine Is cut out and the electric motor 
switched In. 


Like the policeman's In 
Gilbert's 
song, the life of a submarine sallor- 
man is not a happy one. The quarters 
are necessarily so cramped that It is 
difficult to provide ordinary ship com­ 
forts. 
The officers have cots and the 
crew hammocks for sleeping. 
In our 
new boats iceboxes are provided, so 
that fresh meat and vegetables can be 
served. 
In addition, there is a dry 
food supply sufficient for'five days. At 
sea the crew is put on a dally fresh 
water allowance. 
To bathe the men 
must Jump over the side. 


Even when the boat is running on 
the surface the ventilation is poor. 
The proprietor of a New York sweat­ 
shop who did not provide his workmen 
with any more air than the men in a 
submarine breathe would be arrested. 
When the boat is submerged the nau­ 
seating oil odor, the battery fumes and 
the vitiated air exhaled from a score of 
lungs make one wonder why every one 
is not sick. 
As a matter of fact, sea­ 
sickness produced by these conditions 
is common enough. 


What is the scene within a subma­ 
rine when an attack is made? A Ger­ 
man officer of the TJ-26 gave this ac­ 
count of an attack on an unnamed 
British warship: 


"The boat Is cleared for action. The 
flagpole 
is taken down. 
Part of the 
bridge U folded up and lashed. 
The 
periscope 
Is 
elevated. 
The 
hatch 
through the combined bridge and con' 
nlng tower is tightly closed. The mo­ 
tors cease their endless song. 
From 
now on electricity will drive us until 
we rise to the surface again. 


A young lieutenant is posted at the 
periscope and looks for the enemy. 
The sailors take their position near the 
torpedoes. 
The interior of the boat 
lighted 
with 
two small 
electric 
bulbs. 
They do not clear the gloom. 
Everywhere is the smell of stale oil 
It is impossible to speak with the din 
of the machinery and of the lnrushlng 
water. 


"From time to time the officer in 
command of the torpedoes looks at bis 
watch, which he wears on his wrist, 
or at the compass. 
Intently the men 
all watch a signal board in front of 
them on the side of the boat. 
Sudden­ 
ly we start to forget the beat, the foul 
air, the discomfort. 
In small luminous 
letters the word 'Attention' flashes up 
on the board. The commanding officer 
grasps the lever which will release the 
first 
torpedo. 
The men prepare to 
launch the second as soon as the first 
is discharged. 
Half a second later aud 
the red letters ou the board say 'Fire!' 
The lever Is jerked, and the torpedo 
leaps out. 
There Is a short metallic 
click and the noise of the water rush­ 
ing into the empty tube. 
The second 
torpedo is at ouoe inserted.' 
A few 
seconds later and tho interior of the 
submarine looks as before the attack 
began. 


"But what of the first torpedo? 
We 
hear ouly the noise of the motors. We 
wait 
Nothing happens. 
Then sud­ 
denly we are nil thrown in a heap by 
the shaking of the boat 
Then the 
boat rolls as before. The regular pur­ 
ring of the motors la heard. 
We are 
on our way home. 
The attack suc­ 
ceeded."—Popular Science Monthly. 


More Than Eight Millions of Our Peo­ 
ple Are Natives of the Fatherland or 
Are 
Descended From Them—Inter- 
eating Immigration Facte. 


"During tho last quarter of a century 
there has been a startling falling off In 
the percentage of Germans In the total 
number of immigrants who have come 
to our shores," says a bulletin of the 
National 
Geographic 
society. 
"With 
more than 17,000,000 Immigrant arriv­ 
als since 1890 only 1,023,000 have been 
Germans, whereas In the 114 years be­ 
tween the establishment of the Ameri­ 
can republic and 1800 out of a total of 
15,680,000 Immigrants there were 5,125,- 
000 Germans—every 
third 
arrival a 
Teuton. 


"If from the 1,023,000 who have come 
to America since 1S90, the period of 
greatest InUOx of foreigners, a proper 
deduction is made for those who re­ 
turned to their home land and those 
who have died since their arrival it 
will be seen that there are fewer than 
a million former subjects of the kaiser 
In this country who have not been here 
more than twenty-six years. 
Of more 
than 8,000,000 people of German birth 
and Immediate ancestry among us less 
than 1,000,000 fail to have the back­ 
ground of birth or long residence In 
America behind them. 


"An examination of tho statistics of 
American Immigration shows that since 
the foundation of our government the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland has contributed 8,400,000 of her 
people and Germany more than 6,000,- 
000. 
Ireland, with more than 4,000,000; 
Great Britain, with a little less than 
4,000,000, and Scandinavia, with some 
thing less than 2,000,000, have, together 
with Germany, contributed more, than 
half of the total immigration' to our 
shores since the beginning of the Rev­ 
olutionary war. 


"Austria-Hungary stands next on the 
list of contributors to the immigrant 
stream that has flowed from Europe to 
America. Although Austro-Hungarlans 
began to Immigrate in considerable 
numbers only when the arrivals from 
western Europe had begun to fall off, 
sufficient have come from the dual mon 
archy to populate the state of Texas 
to its present density. 
Italy .ha.^sent 
us enough of her people to duplicate the. 
population of Montana, Wyomlhg f GIda (- 
ho, Oregon, Nevada, Utah, Colorado, 
Arizona and New Mexico. 
..*, 


"The Russians who have come tc- our 
shores number 3,419,000. 
They could 
replace one-half of the population of 
New England. 


"Although the people of foreign birth 
constitute only .one-seventh of the coun­ 
try's population they contribute nearly 
one-fourth (22 per cent) of the arm 
bearing strength of the nation. At the 
last census many of the states had a 
greater number of foreign born men of 
arm bearing age thau they had of na­ 
tive ancestry citizens, among them Mas­ 
sachusetts, Rhode Islaud, Connecticut, 
New York, New Jersey, Wisconsin, Min­ 
nesota and North Dakota. 
."Taking tho states where those of for­ 
eign birth and their sons together con­ 
stitute a major portion of the men be­ 
tween the ages of eighteen and forty- 
four, it will be found that the list in­ 
cludes the above named states and the 
following: 
New Hampshire, Pennsyl­ 
vania, Michigan, South Dakota, Ne­ 
braska, Montana, Idaho, Arizona, Utah, 
Nevada, Washington and California— 
in all twenty states. We have consid­ 
erably more than 20,000,000 men of mil­ 
itary age in the United States. 


"Another striking fact of our immi­ 
gration situation is the unusual pref­ 
erence of the foreign born and their 
children for the cities. Of the 35,000,- 
000 foreign stock whites living in the 
United States approximately 23,000,000 
live in the cities. In only fourteen of 
the fifty leading cities of the country 
do the whites of full native parentage 
constitute as much as half of the total 
population. 
Only one-fifth of the total 
population of New York and Chicago is 
of native white ancestry. 
Less than a 
third of tho population of Boston, Cleve­ 
land, Pittsburgh, Detroit, Buffalo, San 
Francisco, Milwaukee, Newark, Minne­ 
apolis, Jersey 
City, Providence, 
S t 
Paul, Worcester, Scranton, 
Paterson, 
Fall 
River, 
Lowell, 
Cambridge and 
Bridgeport are of native ancestry. 


"Conditions have played some curious 
pranks In the distribution of the Immi­ 
grant population In the United States. 
More than two-thirds of the Germans 
live between tho Hudson aud the Mis­ 
sissippi and north of the .Ohio. 
The 
same is true of the Austrians, tho Bel­ 
gians, the Hungurlans, the Dutch, the 
Italians, tho Russians and tho Welsh. 
New York, Pennsylvania and New Jer­ 
sey have 47 pe* cent of the Austrians, 
35 per cent of the English, 30 per,'cent 
of the Germans, 5i per cent of the Hun­ 
garians, 45 per cent of the Irish, 58 per 
cent of tho Italians, 56 per cent of the 
Russians, 22 per cent of the Dutch, 34 
per cent of tho Scotch and 40 per cent 
of tho Welsh in the United States."
